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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Brentwood: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  fourth  annual  re- 
port as  superintendent  of  the  Brentwood  schools,  a 
report  which  will  offer  brief  comparisons  of  school 
statistics  for  the  last  five  years,  which  will  in  some 
detail  tell  you  of  a  few  of  the  outstanding  features 
of  the  school  year  ending  June,  1923,  and  which  will 
comment  briefly  on  the  work  of  the  present  year  and 
make  one  or  two  suggestions  as  to  future  action. 

Table  No.  1  contains  the  statistics  usually  re- 
ported at  the  end  of  the  school  year,  but  these  sta- 
tistics are  arranged  by  years  for  the  last  five  years, 
for  easy  comparison.  The  statistics  for  the  year 
1918-1919  were  obtained  from  the  School  Board 
report  of  that  year  and  not  made  by  teachers  under 
my  supervision.  The  three  most  important  factors 
in  a  good  school,  it  seems  to  me,  are  these :  A  good 
teacher,  pupils  of  willing  mind  who  are  constant  and 
punctual  in  attendance,  and  a  sufficiently  long  school 
year.  Column  two  of  Table  1  tells  us  that  the  Brent- 
wood pupils  now  have  thirty-six  weeks  of  schooling 
as  compared  to  an  average  of  thirty-four  five  years 
ago.  A  glance  at  column  seven  will  show  a  very 
large  gain  for  the  Brentwood  schools  in  the  second 
factor,  regular  attendance,  a  gain  of  about  nineteen 
per  cent.  The  average  percentage  of  attendance  in 
all  the  schools  of  New  Hampshire,  in.  the  cities  as 
well  as  in  the  country,  last  year  was  93.46.  It  seems 
to  me  that  the  Brentwood  children  deserve  much 
praise  for  advancing  from  72  per  cent  to  about  90 
per  cent  and  holding  it  through  such  weather  as  we 
had  last  winter.  That  they  have  learned  a  bit  about 
punctuality,  too,  is  seen  in  column  eight  where  we 
note  that  the  yearly  cases  of  tardiness  have  fallen. 
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from  244  to  83.  As  to  the  third  factor  in  good 
schools,  a  good  teacher,  a  slow  but  steady  gain  has 
been  made  in  almost  all  school  districts  of  the  state 
in  the  matter  of  employing  teachers  who  have  had 
some  training,  summer  school  or  regular  normal 
school  training,  or  who  have  had  considerable  school 
experience,  or  both — especially  so  in  the  last  two 
years.  Brentwood  has  shared  to  some  extent  in  this 
movement.  For  the  most  part,  your  teachers  of  the 
last  five  years  have  served  you  faithfully,  a  number 
of  them  have  rendered  conspicuous  service,  for  much 
less  salary  than  they  could  have  commanded  else- 
where. A  good  teacher  brings  with  her  the  power 
to  secure  good  attendance  and  willing  spirit.  We 
have  had  in  the  past  few  years  some  remarkable  ex- 
amples of  such  power  and  our  schools  will  continue 
to  prosper  as  we  safeguard  them  at  this  point  by 
keeping  good  teachers. 

The  severity  of  the  winter  last  year  brought  the 
percentage  of  attendance  down  a  little  from  that  of 
the  year  before,  but  the  spirit  and  morale  of  the 
schools,  the  achievements  in  the  standardized  tests, 
especially  in  spelling,  handwriting,  and  arithmetic, 
the  attitude  of  the  teachers  and  parents — all  these 
were  the  best  the  last  few  years  have  shown.  Every 
school  was  a  good  school  and  good  the  whole  year 
through.  Two  of  last  year's  teachers  left  in  June. 
We  are  fortunate  to  have  in  their  places  persons  of 
large  experience,  so  steadily  industrious  and  wise  in 
the  ways  of  teaching. 

Materially  the  schools  need  some  attention  as 
soon  as  money  can  be  found  for  it.  The  light  at  both 
Crawley's  Falls  and  the  North  Road  School  is  quite 
insufficient  at  least  for  a  good  part  of  the  year  and 
ought  to  be  increased  at  the  earliest  chance.  I  am 
confident  that  fuel  can  be  saved  and  schoolroom 
comfort  be  greatly  increased  by  the  use  of  jacketed 
stoves  properly  placed.  There  is  great  need  at  the 
Crawley's  Falls  School  of  a  number  of  minor  repairs; 
the  plaster  of  the  walls  needs  patching,  the  doors 
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need  attention,  and  the  walls  and  ceiling  need  to  be 
tinted  or  whitened. 

Your  support  as  well  as  that  of  teacher,  parents 
and  the  general  community,  has  continued  to  be 
strong  and  it  is  with  deep  appreciation  of  this  sup- 
port and  co-operation  that  this  report  is
